Dr. Woods believ ed th a t much good 
would result through p rop er education, 
lie showed t h a t a great adv ancem ent 
had been made in destroying the liquor 
traffic by educating th e children in the 
scjiools of the injurious effects of alco­

FIRST INDIAN CONVERT. 


Tercentennial 
Celebration 
Soon 
to 
Be Held In 
V e w 
B r u n s w i c k . 
Observing the tercentennial anniver­ 
sary of the first baptism of a Micmac 
Indian—that of the aged chief Men- 
bertou, in 1610. whose conversion to 
Christianity from the savage pursuits 
and pagan idolatry of his race was 
followed soon by the baptism of all 
his numerous tawny followers—there 
will be held at Restlgouche, X. B., on 
June 24 next, one of the most elabor­ 
ate religious ceremonies ever held in 
Canada, the Boston Transcript says. 
The celebration will be an ecclesiasti­ 
cal occasion, principally, and will a t­ 
tract to Annapolis official representa­ 
tives from each of the principal relig­ 
ious Roman Catholic orders on 
the 
North 
American 
continent. 
High 
church dignitaries from many places 
in the Catholic world also will be pres­ 
ent. 
Civil authorities, too, to a lesser 
extent, will attend the ceremonies. 
Like their lands, and Id 
common 
with the other Indian tribes of the 
continent, the Micm&cs are vanishing. 
Less than 500 now remain, scattered 
throughout Eastern Canada and on a 
reservation in Newfoundland. 
It Is 
doubtful if there is a 
single 
pure- 
blooded Micmac among them. 
Gener­ 
ally they still hold to the 
primitive 
hunting and trapping aud have acquir­ 
ed little knowledge of agriculture. Per­ 
haps to a greater extent than any oth­ 
er Indian tribe have they maintained 
the early baptismal vows of their fath­ 
ers. 
Their life is clean, peaceful and 
exceedingly religious and intoxicating 
drink 
seldom 
appears. 
Although 
French parties of exploration had vis­ 
ited the country in 1603, it was not un­ 
til 1610 that a priest accompanied one 
of these expeditions to care for the 
spiritual welfare of the savages. 
The 
pioneer was the Rev. Jesse Flesche, 
who accompanied the explorer Pou- 
trinconrt. 
His friendship and efforts 
in behalf of the Indians won him the 
title which is exclusively applied to 
him to this day, “Pattias, 
or patri­ 
arch. 
It was through his zealous labors 
that the old Micmac Menbertou. then 
over IOO years old, became a sincere 
convert to the Christian faith. 
He wras 
baptized on St. John’s day, June 24, 
1610, and to show his great devotion 
also to the French nation he permitted 
himself to be called Henri, after Hen­ 
ry of Navarre. 
Then his whole tribe 
became baptized Catholics and to this 
day are steadfast in their faith. 
The 
Capuchin fathers have had charge of 
the Indian missions at Port Royal dur­ 
ing much of the time since.

LIGHT TO STERILIZE WATER. 


D istinctly Modern Occupation Stud­ 
ied at Elevated Road Station. 
A distinctly modern occupation is 
that of the man who goes around all 
day replenishing 
the stock in the 
chewing gum and chocolate slot ma­ 
chines. 
Here is such a machine standing on 
an elevated railroad platform, the tall. 
Beware, narrow box containing 
the 
gum having set in its front a tall, 
narrow mirror. 
How many thousands 
of people have stopped to look into 
that mirror, then to drop a cent in 
the slot and get some gum, nobody 
knows, and this is something that the 
chewing gum man never stops to con­ 
sider, for he never looks in it him­ 
self, he’s always too busy; he has 
Just so mamy machines to look after 
In the course of the day, and it keeps 
him moving to get around, the New 
York Sun says. 
He steps up briskly and sets his 
handbag down at the Bide of the ma­ 
chine, which he unlocks at the top, 
taking off then its mirrored front, and 
now for the first time perhaps you see 
what one of these machines looks like 
inside. 
Very simple, four tall metal­ 
lic holders standing side by side, each 
holder open at its front, so that you 
can see the columns of packages of 
gum it contains. 
In each holder is a little square 
iron sliding weight that rests on the 
top package in the column, the pur­ 
pose of the weight being to keep a 
uniform pressure on the column of 
gum packages and make them feed 
out one at a time at the bottom when 
the controlling mechanism is set in 
operation by the dropping in of the 
cent. 
The first thing the gum man 
does is to reach into the holders and 
slide the weights out so that he can 
get more gum in. 
From boxes In the 
handbag, working quickly all the time, 
he fills the holders nearly full to a 
uniform height and then puts back in 
each holder its weight and replaces 
the box’s mirror front. 
Then he tries the machine and three 
of the tubes work all right and one 
doesn’t. 
Then he takes off the front 
of the mechanical part of the ma­ 
chine and you see the four flat tubes 
that the cents slide down through, and 
out of his pocket he draws a little 
slender bag of implements, with one 
of which he prods the tube that doesn’t 
work. 
He gets it along in a minute 
and then he tries it again. 
All right 
now. and next from the lowest part 
of all in the machine he sweeps out 
into a paper bag which receives with­ 
out spilling the machine’s accumulat­ 
ed coppers, which he pours from the 
paper bag into a canvas bag in his 
handbag. 
Then he rubs off the woodwork of 
the machine with a dust rag and he 
rubs with particular care the m irror; 
wise man it was that thought of put­ 
ting on these machines a m irror front, 
tor the m irror has drawn thousands 
who might otherwise have passed by 


AppnratuN That E ff e c tiv e ly I tilixe* 
Mercury V apor I,amp. 
A new\ easy and 
cheap way to 
sterilize water is reported from Paris, 
an exchange says. 
Tn these days of 
war against microbes many investi­ 
gators are working upon many meth­ 
ods; this particular one makes use of 
the mercury vapor lamp. 
Every one knows these queer lamps 
—they are used at the postoffice, for 
instance—and knowns the cadaverous, 
sickly green light they give. 
They 
are made of long glass tubes, within 
which, almost in a complete vacuum, 
mercury vapor is made luminous by 
electricity. 
The disagreeable color of the light 
they give has prevented their corn 
mon use. 
But scientists cannot let 
them alone, because the light is very 
rich 
in 
those 
'‘ultraviolet” 
rays 
rays that 
the 
eye 
cannot see, but 
which have great power. 
One pow'er 
they have is completely to sterilize 
water. 
Microbes 
can’t 
live in the 
‘‘ultraviolet” rays, and it is to their 
presence that ordinary sunlight owres 
what sterilizing power it has. 
But the glass of the vapor lamp 
shuts off these rays almost complete­ 
ly. 
This difficulty two French invent­ 
ors—one of them a woman—have over­ 
come by making the tube of fusible 
quartz, which 
permits the rays to 
pass. 
With a little lamp only four 
inches long, using current costing less 
than a cent an hour, they have con­ 
structed an apparatus that completely 
sterilizes 600 quarts of water in that 
time. 
This removes sterilized water from 
the list of scientific curiosities and 
makes it possible for any one who is 
near an electric light wire to make it 
for himself.

LONDON TRAFFIC PROBLEMS. 


Step* to Br Taken fop H andling the 
Future Population. 
The primary difficulty in handling 
the enormous and constantly increas­ 
ing London traffic arises from the 
manner of London’s growth through 
the centuries, says John L. Griffiths In 
Daily Consular Reports. 
It was not 
laid out as Washington was for, ex­ 
ample, according to a definite plan, 
but developed in this direction or that 
in response to the immediate pressing 
need, and until recent times with little 
regard to future requirements. 
The 
result is an extremely 
picturesque 
city, but not one altogether adapted 
to the transportation needs of its vast 
population. 
It is proposed now to make an ex­ 
tensive survey of the traffic necessities 
of the eity, taking into consideration 
its possible future Expansion, with the 
view of establishing 
great 
arterial 
traffic thoroughfares for the purpose 
of relieving the congestion at the cen­ 
ter, and of furnishing adequate com­ 
munication between the center and the 
outlying districts. 
To show the need 
of such thoroughfares it is only neces­ 
sary to mention that while there are 
102 miles of boulevards and avenues 
ninety-eight and a half feet or more 
wide in Paris, London has only eight 
and one-half miles; and while Paris 
has forty-two roads radiating into the 
country, London, with a population 
twice as great, has only twenty, and 
ordinarily they are narrower than the 
French roads. 
The 
proportions 
of 
the 
London 
traffic problems are shown by the fact 
that 87,934 new buildings were erect­ 
ed in the county of London (the city 
embraces the entire county and por­ 
tions of other counties) from 1897 to 
1908, and by the further fact that in 
the same period 148 miles of new 
streets were laid out. 
It is estimated that by the middle 
of the present year the population of 
greater London will number 7,500,000 
people, of whom 4,873,000 will dwell 
within the county of London proper, 
and 2,627,000 outside. 
Upon a con­ 
servative 
estimate an annual addi­ 
tion of 100,000 may be expected to this 
population. 
The experience of London is similar 
to that of all other great cities in 
that, for many years past, the popula­ 
tion of the outer area has been in­ 
creasing much more rapidly than in 
the central 
districts, and the diffi­ 
culties of the traffic situation have 
been 
thereby 
seriously 
augmented. 
The total number of passengers con­ 
veyed in 1908 
was 1,377,630,000, as 
against 972,465.682 in 1903. 
The total 
number of passengers carried in 1881 
was only 269,662,649. 
These figures, 
however, are not complete, for they 
do not include the cab traffic, nor all 
of the omnibus traffic, and neither do 
they cover the great suburban traffic 
of the trunk railways. 


“CANNIBALS” PAID SOCIAL CALL. 


British Tramp Steamer Brin** Val 
liable la r g o to llo*loVi. 
Steamer George Fleming, a British 
tramp, reached Boston this morning 
from Calita, Buena and Iquique, Chile 
with a cargo of 57,000 bags of nitrate 
of soda and—a story of an adventure 
with “cannibals” while anchored near 
the Straits of Magellan, the Boston 
Transcript says. 
These alleged “can 
nibals” were of the Patagonian varie 
ty. 
The steamer anchored during the 
night of Jan. 31, because of the dan 
ger accompanying navigation in those 
waters except In fair daylight. 
A 
cording to those on the steamer, scores 
of the savages boarded the vessel late 
in the night. 
Their coming was the 
signal for officers and crew to arm 
themselves. 
The guns were unneces­ 
sary, however, for the “cannibals” at­ 
tempted no hostilities; 
their leader, 
who was capable of speaking enough 
English, making It known that they 
simply came to visit, to pay a social 
call, so to speak. 
The visitors in­ 
cluded several 
women who carried 
babes on their backs. 
All were prac­ 
tically naked and the weather was ex­ 
tremely cold, so tfie captain, mindful 
of his duty, invited 
them into the 
cabin. 
They didn’t remain indoors 
very long, however, for as soon as 
they noticed their reflections in tho 
various mirrors on the walls they fled, 
frightened, outdoors.

PREFIXES SHOWING RESPECT 


E very 
Laoguagre 
Ha« 
Method 
of 
Show ing ICateera 
In 
Addre*«. 
It is really a curious system that 
w e have here and in every other place 
o f putting a prefix, in order to be po­ 
lite or as an act of courtesy, to the 
name of the person whom we greatly 
esteem, or who is connected with us 
by the bonds of friendship. 
This cus­ 
tom plainly demonstrates the curious 
•listin g social relations, for is there 
Any reason why 
people 
should be 
«ailed by their nam es alone? 
And if 
it is considered a proof of respect, 
whence comes 
that 
respect? 
Why 
ihould 
we 
use 
the 
prefix 
“Don,” 
“ Señora” or “Señorita,” then, as a 
m atter of necessity? 
The most humble Roman, even If 
he were a slave, whether he was ad­ 
dressing a good 
friend 
of his, or 
whether he bowed with respect befors 
the 
great 
Caesar, 
would not have 
thought it necessary to use any prefix 
whatever, in order to perform his 
duty, and at this time it would not 
have been considered an act of dis­ 
courtesy toward his superior. 
During the time of the Roman em­ 
perors it was considered an act of per­ 
sonal respect to use the word “dom- 
inus” (head of the house). 
According 
to Suetonius, Emperor Claudius, 
de­ 
sirous of becoming 
popular, 
offered 
banquets to the masses, that is to say, 
to the lower classes, and in order to 
in sp ire confidence among the invited 
guests, and to show them that he 
considered them his equal, he would 
•hake hands with every person who 
Arrived and called them “dominus,” 
or mister, but the custom was not es­ 
tablished as a general rule; because 
“dc.mlnus” had another paeanlng, al­ 
though the poets wouljl use it In its 
feminine gender, -“dofilino” as an en­ 
dearing name among lovers. 
The modern use of “dominus” did 
not appear until the western empire 
came to an end. 
What until then had 
been a casual tribute of respect be­ 
cam e necessary in order to address 
persons of high rank, and a lady, wife 
of a knight, or wife of the owner of 


a castle, became “rnea domlna,” then 
“m ea 
donma,” 
and afterward 
“ma­ 
donna” and lastly “madame.” 
The 
young unmarried women of the mid­ 
dle ages received the name of “dom- 
inicella,” 
which 
afterward 
became 
“demoilesse,” and this finally became 
“mademoiselle.” 
A knight was ‘domino,” and after­ 
ward “donmo,” from which the Span­ 
ish “don” is taken. 
But later on 
the masculine and 
feminine gender 
melted into one, “dame,” which meant 
gentleman as well as lady. 
This is 
why the present French exclamation, 
"dame,” 
means 
“aenor,” 
and 
not 
“señora,” as some people suppose. 
Toward the twelfth 
century, the 
word “da»me,” as a masculine title, be­ 
gan to be substituted by another, the 
Latin “senior,” which has survived 
in the same form, used as “senor” in 
Spanish, 
“senhor” 
in 
Portuguese, 
“signor” In Italian and “seigneur” in 
French. 
The same word mutilated 
stands 
for the 
French 
“sieur” 
or 
“Monsieur.” 
In English it has 
its 
equivalent in “sir,” which at one time 
was an ecclesiastical title, and which 
meant “reverend,” and was also a uni­ 
versity title applied to bachelors. 
The 
“m aitre” of the French is an appella­ 
tive which is applied to respectable 
persons that deserve respect, but of 
low classes, as, for example, in Span­ 
ish, it is said “Senor Pepe” to an in­ 
dividual who is respected, but belongs 
to the lower class.—Mexican Herald.

As a perpetual foundation by which 
every child in the city from birth to 
the age of 16 years may receive the 
most expert dental services free of 
charge this donation will prove a boon 
to thousands of school children who 
otherwise would never have this care. 
The money, with a part of which 
will be erected a building equipped 
with every modern apparatus known 
to the dentist’s art and manned by a 
corps of the best dentists in the state, 
has been set aside by Mr. Forsyth and 
only the passage of a bill petitioning 
for the incorporation of his idea by 
the Legislature stands between the 
plan and its immediate realization. 
The proposed dental infirmary will 
be the most unique institution of its 
kind In the country, a Boston corre­ 
spondent of the New York Sun says. 
The Forsyth dental infirmary, the 
name given to the new institution, 
will be in Hemenway street, in the 
Back Bay, where several 
thousand 
feet of land have been purchased. 
No restrictions are placed upon the 
fund other than those outlined by the 
corporation which will have charge of 
the enterprise. 
A board of directors 
composed of some of the great dental 
surgeons and physicians in New Eng­ 
land have control of the management 
of the institution, and several of Bos­ 
ton’s foremost dentists are among the 
incorporators in the bill now before 
the Legislature.

Chicago, May 9 .—W illiam J. Henley, 
form er v ice p resident and general soli­ 
citor of the Chicago & W estern Indi­ 
ana railroad, and under indictment on 
a charge of embezzling $28 ,000 from 
that road, will come to Chicago from 
Indianap olis and subm it to arrest. His 
attorney, Clarence S. Darrow. has ar­ 
ranged for a bond of $20,000. 
Henley 
was 
indicted 
on 
twelv e 
counts, the chief witness before the 
grand jury being John C. Fetser, who 
alleged he had deliv ered $28 ,000 to 
Henley. 
Fetser himself is defendant 
In a civ il suit to recov er $449 ,000 of 
the railroad's money. 
He contends 
that a p art of that am ount w*as giv en 
to Henley, who as chief counsel for 
the road it to influence certain legisla­ 
tion in which the Chicago 
& W estern 
Indiana 
was 
interested. 
Particular 
reference was made to House Bill 777 
In the legislature which v alidated a 
$50,000,000 bond issue of the road.

well. 
Work reaching $16,000,000 has already 
been done, and the work under con­ 
tract now aggregates $54,138,329. 
The 
estimate for this work made In 1903 
was ov er $2,500,000 in excess of the 
abov e figure. 
These contracts cov er 
314 miles of canal (the total length of 
which will be 442 miles). 
Fifteen of 
the fifty-four lock s are practically fin­ 
ished. 
The question of a canal from the 
Atlantic ocean to the Mediterranean 
sea is up again, or w'as recently, in 
the French chamber of deputies. 
The 
nav al as well as commercial v alue of 
such a canal to France is obv ious. On-* 
of the deputies, M. Senac, 
declared 
that It w'ould be worth at least a full 
squadron o? battleships to the nav y. 
Tts estimated cost is $150,000,000, with 
a width of 160 feet and a depth of 
thirty-fiv e. 
These dimensions would 
.mak e the canal a rather close fit for 
the “comprc.miseless” nav al v essel (to­ 
ward which the world seems steadily 
mov ing) of forty thousand tons 
or 
thereabouts. 
In his report on the cav alry opera­ 
tions of last year on Salisbury Plain, 
issued by the British war office, Lieu­ 
tenant General Sir Douglas Haig at­ 
tributes “great importance to young 
officers being encouraged to hunt and 
play polo, and w'ould urge that they 
should be helped to do so in ev ery way 
possible.” 
“These pursuits,” the gen­ 
eral adds, “hav e a v ery real v alue as 
training for war, and it is particular­ 
ly desirable that officers with priv ate 
means should be encouraged to spend 
their money in this way rather than 
in buying expensiv e motor cars and 
similar luxuries, which hav e an oppo­ 
site tendency.” 


Mex ican flreuies (py rophorus), for ex ­ 
ample, are bqetlfes. 
Some of them 
giv e sufficient light to read by . Water- 
ton sometimes used thm in his way 
to write up his diary when wander 
ing in the South American forests. 
In adult life the glowworm is a v eg­ 
etarian, feeding on tender leav es of 
plants, but while a grub it is carniv or­ 
ous, feeding on snails and slugs. 
The 
light of the glowworm and fireflies 
has been called phosphorescent and a t­ 
tributed to phosphorous. 
One inv esti­ 
gator, Jousset de Beliesme, has stated 
his conv ictio i that it is phospheretted 
hydrogen gas stored up in the cellular 
tissues 
and in communication' with 
the nerv ous and respiratory systems. 
M. Fabre, howev er, finds that phos­ 
phorus does not enter into the com­ 
position of the luminous substance of 
the glow worm. 
Under the microscope 
it is seen to be a sort of white plaster 
cov ering the epidermis and 
full of 
branching tubes. 
These, according to 
M. Fabre, supply the plaster with oxy­ 
gen and so render it luminous. 
Thus 
the light is caused by the exidation 
of something the nature of which the 
great naturalist has not yet been able 
to determine. 
According to M. Fabre’s observ ation 
the light is caused by the supply 
of 
oxygen which is under the control 
of 
the 
anim al’s 
breathing 
apparatus. 
Thus the glowworm 
can start, In­ 
crease or extinguish the light at will. 
It has often indeed been observ ed to 
diminish or extinguish its light when 
approached. 
Gilbert White has an in­ 
teresting note on this point. 
Observ ­ 
ing two which had been brought into 
the garden he found that they put out 
their lamps between 11 and 12 and 
shone no more for the rest of the 
nig'ffr. 
It would appear, then, that 
w'hatev er the nature of the luminous 
substance this is only activ e when 
supplied with oxygen by the animal. 
How’ev er produced, it « s said that 
the light of firefly and glowworm is 
the most economical k nown. 
Econ­ 
omical. that is. in the sense that the 
greater part of the energy expended 
in producing it really appears as light. 
Tn the v ery best artificial system of 
lighting yet inv ented only a small per­ 
centage of the energy expended on its 
production is turned Into light, the 
rest appearing as heat and other in­ 
v isible v ibrations.

light is produced on the last three 
segments of the abdomen.

pointing out that the glowworm is not 
a worm, but an insect belonging to 
the great order of beetles, the coleó p­ 
tera 
The mistak en name no doubt 
arises from the fact that the female 
is grublik e in form, without either 
wings or elytra, and so sing'ularly un­ 
lik e a typical beetle. 
The male, how- 
i*v er, possesses both and flies 
swiftly . 
Luminosity among insects 
Indeed is 
chiefly found in the b^rtde ©?d©r. The

The first $75,000 the gener­ 
ous millionaire gav e he frank ly de­ 
clared he expected to lose outright. 
Six months after the place was built 
Mr. Scudder informed him th^t the 
treasury was ahead $4,000. 
The People’s Palace Is essentially an 
anti-saloon expression. 
Most pool and 
billiard rooms hav e bar attachm ents; 
hence the People's Palace has the larg­ 
est. pool and billiard rooms, with the 
best equipment, in Jersey City, and 
the players are charged less than the 
saloon rate. 
Bowling alleys are there 
for 
similar 
reasons. 
Lodges 
and 
trades unions, too. often hold their 
meetings ov er saloons. 
A most beautiful lodgeroom, perfect 
in its equipment, it attached to the 
institution. 
The rent is lower than 
is commonly paid 
for 
much poorer 
quarters. 
Ev ery one k nows the de­ 
structiv e and v icious influences sur­ 
rounding 
the 
dance 
halls of great 
cities. 
In most places a social club 
cau get a hall rent free, the proprie­ 
tor only standing out for the bar priv i­ 
lege. 
The People’s Palace has two 
large dancing halls with smooth and 
polished floors, music played by elec­ 
tricity and side rooms for ice cream 
and light refreshments. 
It has one 
of the finest gymnasiums in the w'orld, 
a most complete theater, rifle and pis­ 
tol ranges, a library, indoor and out­ 
door tenilis and prov ision 
for 
all 
fcrms of legitimate recreation. 
Mem­ 
bership fees are so low that almost 
anybody can belong. 
The Palace is 
open to ev erybody, men, women and

alik e. 
And 
“ev erybody” 
comes. 
Across the 
street 
is 
the 
church, but no one is expected to at­ 
tend its serv ices because he belongs 
to the Palace. 
“Play here,” says Mr. 
Scudder, “or pray there, just as you 
choose, but, anyhow, k eep away from 
the saloon and the gambling den.”

Company has evolved a plan for send­ 
ing out trains with experts aboard 
who will lecture to farmers and hor­ 
ticulturists upon the use of artificial 
heat in orchards and truck fields to 
protect fruit and truck from early 
frost in those regions. 
A number of 
devices have been invented for the 
purpose which are said to be effective, 
and the effort of the railroad people 
will be to induce their use among the 
growers of fruit in the far western 
states. 
In some part of Belgium 60 per 
cent of the population cannot read 
or write. 
Education is not compul­ 
sory, and the government, which Is 
Clerical, opposes the bill which the Lib­ 
erals 
and 
the 
Socialists 
are 
en 
deavoring to secure for compulsory ed 
ucation. 
The 
question is now be­ 
fore parliament. 
The government in­ 
sists that the child belongs to his 
parents entirely, and that it cannot be 
forced to give hipi any education with­ 
out infringing their rights to freedom 
of action. 
Professor 
D. Jones, the world's 
champion speller, is somewhat of a 
spellbinder. 
He addressed a curious 
crowd 
in 
Kirksville, saying: “Good 
people, my name Is Jones, the school 
teacher. 
I’m the greatest speller not 
only In Missouri but in the whole 
world. What’s the harm In telling this 
if it’s the truth? In 1870 while teach­ 
ing school at Olathe I challenged the 
world to outspell me. 
The chancellor 
of the university went against me and 
1 beat him. 
I have defeated all aspir­ 
ants to the championship since then. 
—Kansas City Star. 
Rubber is first known to history as 
a plaything. 
It was during Colum­ 
bus’ second voyage that Herrera ob­ 
served that the inhabitants of Haiti 
played a game with balls “made of the 
gum of a tree.” Even as early as the 
beginning of the seventeenth century, 
however, the Spaniards used rubber 
to waterproof their cloaks, but the fact 
attracted no attention in the old world, 
and it was not until the eighteenth 
century that the rubber industry be­ 
gan. Early writers mention an oil ex­ 
tracted from rubber, which was taken 
medicinally with cocoa. 
Mankind has so far been ruled by 
things and by words, not by thought, 
for till the last, few moments of his­ 
tory humanity has not been in posses­ 
sion of the conditions of secure and 
effective thinking.

GERMANY 
AND 
CANADIAN 
WHEAT. 


L o o k s t o t h e C a n » d t a n W e s t (o r H e r 
S u p p l y . 
A dispatch from Winnipeg, Mani­ 
toba. dated March 18, 1910, says that 
Germany is “anxious to secure a share 
of Canadian wheat to supply her im­ 
ports of that cereal.” 
The recent ad­ 
justment of the trade relations with 
Germany has made it possible to carry 
on a Canadian-German 
trade with 
much fewer restrictions than in the 
past, and considerable development of 
trade between the two countries is 
now certain. 
The great men of the 
United States are alive to the wheat 
situation in this country 
now, and 
there is consequently the deepest in­ 
terest in every feature that will tend 
to increase and conserve the wheat 
supply. 
With its present 650,000,000 
bushel production of wheat and all 
efforts to Increase it almost unavail­ 
ing, and the rapidly growing consump­ 
tion of its increasing population, there 
is certainly the greatest reason for 
the anxiety as to where the wheat is 
to come from that will feed the na­ 
tion. The United States will be forced 
as Germany is to look to the wheat- 
fields of Canada. One province alone 
raised last year one-eighth as much 
as the entire production of the United 
States, and but a twelfth of the wheat 
area has yet been touched. The Amer­ 
icans who have gone to Canada, are to­ 
day reaping the benefit of the demand 
for Canadian wheat and they will con 
tinue to 
join in the 
benefits thus 
reached for a great many years. Splen­ 
did yields are reported from the farmr 
of that country, and from land that 
the Government gives away in 160 
acre blocks, and from other lands that 
have been purchased at from $12 tc 
$15 an acre. 
John Munter, near Eye 
brow, Saskatchewan, a former resi­ 
dent of Minnesota, says:
